On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Co~is-

sion finds that this claimant comes within the te~s of the ~ decision;

that he was an American national at the requisite times; that he has been

the o~er of h0    shares of stock in the Ciao Azucarera Atlantica del Golfo

since prior to August 6, 1960; and that he suf’fered a loss in the

amount of $ 1,362~2h     within the meaning of Title V of the Acto Further,

the Co~nission ~,~.ds that the amount of loss sustained shal! be increased by

interest thereon at the ~ate of 6% per annu~n from August 6, 1960, the date of

loss, to the date on which provisions are ~ade for the settlement thereof.
